The blight travels Witt an apparent 
conscious intent to find its victims. It 
seems invulnerable to any kind of 
chemical treatment and also is very 
hardy. Neither beat nor cold seems to 
effect it. Chestnut lumber has been a 
regular carrier of the blight. Usually, 
when life goes out of a tree a parasite 
finds it has nothing to prey on but the 
blight will continue to cling to a piece 
of lumber and keep going until it finds 
a live chestnut tree. Migrating birds 
are used by these parasites in getting 
to mea' regions. The winds also bear 
them from place to place. 


It ta possible that atter alt tie chest- 
ant trees in tho country are killed— 
and nearly all of them arn new—-the 
Might will die out and after a period 
of years, new trees can he planted. It 
also is possible that when all the 
chestnuts are gone, the blight will 
attack some other species of tree. 
Infects Only The Bark. 
The blight does not appear to infect 
the tree itself but only the hark. But 
destruction of the hark ta sufficient 
cause to kill a tree. Persons familiar 
with the eastern States doubtless 
have seen whole forests of dead chest­ 
nut trees, barkless and leafless, ^and­ 
ing like gaunt ghosts. 
At first it was thought that trees 
would be useless for lumber and there­ 
fore the forests were allowed to stand, 
being cut occasionally only for fire­ 
wood. The Department of Agriculture 
conducted some tests, however, and

PITTSBURGH—Will the achieve 
ment of Captain Charles A. Lindbergh) 
last long in the minds of those who 
praise him now? 
This question confronts one starkly 
on visiting the Carnegie Museum here 
Within the building is another aero­ 
plane and a picture of Its pilot, the 
achievements of both long since for­ 
gotten. 
Galbraith Perry Rodgers was the 
pilot’s name. But that stirs no mem­ 
ory in the mind of the average Ameri­ 
can today, mute testimony to the fick­ 
leness of the goddess of fame and 
fortune. 
Rodgers startled the world away 
back in 1911 when he announced he 
would 
attempt a flight across th^ 
United States. 
On September 17 of 
the year he started. The flyer finish­ 
ed his “hop” on November 5, 1911. It 
took the then daring aviator 3 days. 
IO hours and 4 minutes, actual Hying 
time to complete his trip. 
Wonderful Achievement. 
It was a wonderful achievement in 
that day. And well it might have been, 
for no aviator today would dare ven­ 
ture into the air in the contraption 
Rodgers used. The wings of the ma­ 


chine were flimsy. The wooden frame 
looks like it would crump]? at a par­ 
ticularly strong puff of wind, and the 
connection between motor aud pro­ 
pellers was made of chain links. 
There the m achine hangs, high up 
in the ceiling of the museum. The only 
clue to its Identity is a plaque on a 
pillar nearby Which says: 
"Galbraith Perry Rodgers’ historic 
flight across the United States, 4,231 
miles. September 17, 1911—November 
5, 1911, three days, ten hours and four 
minutes actual flying time. 
He was 
one of the first group of martyrs to 
the science of aviation which sin^e 
has been developed to such a phenom- 
inal point of efficiency.” 
Public Hat Forgotten. 
And that is all the public cares 
about that flight today. 
A Sunday afternoon visitor at the 
museum overhears many amusing and 
some cryptic comment on the machine 
and its flyer. 
The significance, the 
importance of that early flight fails 
to register. 
One group of high school girls, ap­ 
proaching the spot where the historic 
plane hangs overhead, were heard to 
make statements something like this: 
"Humph, Lindbergh flew across the 
United States In two jumps.” 
"I don’t see what they want with 
that old thing up there. Why don’t 
they get Lindy’s plane and bring it 
here.” 
Other comments were similar in na­ 
ture.”

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discovered that, if utilised within a 
relatively short period after death, 
there was no dimunition of structural 
strength. This dead chestnut is par­ 
ticularly good for poles, beams, rail­ 
road crossties, and the like. 
It is net particularly good for fire- 
woo I because while it burns freely and 
brightly it gives off less heat than 
more favored woods. 
It has been 
much favored, however, for interior 
trim as it takes an excellent polish and 
has a pleasing grain and also works 
easily. It makes an excellent wood for 
carving. 
The death of the chestnut is a great 
loss to the scenic beauty of the land­ 
scape. Chestnut trees grow large and 
give a deep shade. I nthe spring no 
more beautiful sight can he seen than 
a hillside covered with ’a chestnut 
forest, all abloom with Its great flow­ 
ers. 
The commercial loss is great 
also. Chestnut furnished most of the 
telephone and telegraph poles and a 
large percentage of railroad ties. It 
was employed in many other sorts of 
ways. 
-' 
The loss of the nuts of the chestnut 
tree is not particularly important as 
most of the chestnuts used in trade 
are imported I rom France where grow. 
tag chestnut tVees for the nuts is quite 
an industry'. 
The new phase of the chestnut 
blight work which the Department now 
Is actively working on is investigation 
and atudy of tho, trees whish are re­ 
placing th® deltic chestnut^, At first 
it was doubted if many trees would 
grow on the denuded areas or. if any, 
if they would be desirable; 
The re­ 
sults of the surveys mads have been 
very satisfactory. 
Oaks Me coming 
in naturally over large areas and oak 
is a more valuable wood than chest­ 
nut. 
However, it is a slow growing 
tree, much slower than the chestnut. 
An oak should be some seventy years 
old to be commercially valuable. Many 
live three hundred years. 
Even in the chestnut forests, before 
death of the trees by blight, trees of 
other species were found, especially 
saplings. 
Before the vast extent of 
the chestnut blight was realized these 
smaller trees often were cleared out 
to lessen forest fire danger and gener­ 
ally improve the stand. 
But when It 
became evident that the chestnuts 
were doomed, the smaller trees, oaks, 
birches, hickory, and many other spe­ 
cies, were allowed to stand and in 
many chestn&t fofests the natural re­ 
placement is well on the way. 
Wood of Like Properties. 
Chestnut was particularly good for 
outdoor use. It resisted the elements 
for years. In attempting replacement, 
the 
Department of Agriculture 
is 
working ..with the idea of starting 
trees growing the wood of which has 
properties similar* to chestnut. These 
have been fob rid- to. he the oaks, red 
and white, white ash, hickory, yellow 
poplar, and white pine. These species 
are not. however, as suitable for tele­ 
phone and telegraph poles. 
The De­ 
partm ent believes that southern white 
cedar, southern yellow pine, and Doug­ 
las fir can he user for poles. Cedar, 
though', is the slowest growing of 
American trees. 
Probably a century 
would be required to crow a cedar tall 
enough for a pole. 
Another great loss will be felt by the 
tanning industry. Chestnut was used 
for tanbark, its bark having a high 
percentage of tannin. 
Already tan­ 
ners are Importing other wood ex­ 
tracts from South America. 
In addition to determining what 
trees will best replace the lack of 
chestnut from the economic point of 
view the Department also is making 
surveys as to what trees win grow 
most successfully in the various re­ 
gions to be reforested. The chestnut 
tree flourished In several climates— 
all the way from New England to 
Georgia—but Bom#"*ef the substitute 
trees do not grow over so great a 
^north and south stretch of country. 
T h e maple for instance, which has 
been found useful in replacing the 
chestnut in New England and New 
York does not grow successfully in 
the south. 
There has been much agitation dur­ 
ing the past two decades concerning 
«he conservation of the forests and the 
big Jum bling companies have been 
crtt ic lied tot vcSXte as have contract­ 
ors arid builders. 
Predictions about 
the early exhaustion of. the forests 
have been made. Reforestatioh is car­ 
ried on by governments and the Fed­ 
eral Government maintains a System 
tar fighting forest fires but in a brei! 
time the microscopic chestnut blight 
destroyed more timber than a thous­ 
and axmen. Opening a chestnut burr 
has always been regarded as particu­ 
larly difficult—so much so as to pass 
Into a proverb. But an insect so small 
it cannot bo s e e n 1mm opened a l l o f

The 
Supreme Court of New Zealand bds 
just handed down a decision to the 
effect that this prophet was without 
honor, in that he stole the architest’s 
plans in part, and awarded $650 dam­ 
ages to Hall.

over the eastern States. 
In some 
there is scarcely a single chestnut tree 
le ft 
The blight travels witti an apparent 
conscious intent to find its victims. It 
seems invulnerable to any hind of 
chemical treatm ent and also is very 
hardy. Neither heat nor cold seems to 
effect it. Chestnut lumber has been a 
regular carrier of the blight. Usually, 
when life goes out of a tree a parasite 
finis It has nothing to prey on but the 
blight will continue to cling to a piece 
of lumber and keep going until it finds 
a live chestnut tree. Migrating birds 
are used by these parasites in getting 
to new regions. The winds also bear 
them from place to place. 


It is possible that after an the chest­ 
nut trees in tho country are killed— 
and nearly a1] of them are now—the 
blight will die out and after a period 
of years, new trees can he planted, It 
also is possible that when all the 
chestnuts are gone, the blight will 
attack some other species of tree. 
Infects Only The Bark. 
The blight does not appear to infect 
the tree itself but only the bark. But 
destruction of the bark is sufficient 
cause to kill a tree. Persons familiar 
with the eastern States doubtless 
have seen whole forests of dead chest­ 
nut tret :, barkless and leafless, stand­ 
ing like gaunt ghosts. 
At first it was thought that trees 
wonld be useless for lumber and there­ 
fore the forests were allowed to stand, 
being cut occasionally only for fire­ 
wood. The Department of Agriculture 
conducted some tests, however, and

Achievements of Rodg­ 
ers, Whose Plane is 
N ow B u t Curiosity, 
Have Been Forgotten. 


By Robert W. Ginsburg. 
PITTSBURGH.—Will the achieve­ 
ment of Captain Charles A. Lindberglv 
last long in the minds of those who 
praise him now? 
This question confronts one starkly 
on visiting the Carnegie Museum here 
Within the building is another aero­ 
plane and a picture of its pilot, the 
achievements of both long since for- 
i gotten. 
Galbraith Perry Rodgers was the 
pilot’s name. But that stirs no mem­ 
ory in the mind of the average Ameri­ 
can today, mute testimony to the fick­ 
leness of the goddess of fame and 
fortune. 
Rodgers startled the world away 
back in 1911 when he announced lie 
would 
attem pt a flight across th;- 
United States. 
On September 17 of 
the year he started. The flyer finish­ 
ed his “hop” on November 5, 1911. It 
took the then daring aviator 3 day;. 
IO hours and 4 minutes, actual llyiug 
time to complete his trip. 
Wonderful Achievement. 
It was a wonderful achievement in 
that day. And well it might have been, 
for no aviator today would dare ven­ 
ture into the air in the contraption 
Rodgers used. The wings of the mo- 


discovered that, if utilized within a 
relatively short period after death, 
there was no dimuniticn of structural 
strength.

I nthe spring no 
more beautiful sight can he seen than 
a hillside covered with a chestnut 
forest, all abloom with its great flow­ 
ers. 
The commercial loss is great 
also. Chestnut fam ished most of the 
telephone and telegraph poles and a 
large percentage of railroad ties. 
It 
was employed in many other sorts of 
ways. 
The loss of the nuts of the chestnut 
tree is not particularly important as 
most of the chestnuts used in trade 
are imported from France where grow, 
ing chestnut frees tor the nuts is quite 
an industry. 
The new phase of the chestnut 
blight work which the Department now 
is actively working on is investigation 
and ut ud y of the trees wMgh are re­ 
placing the deaiflMCheBtnuiji 
At first 
it was doubted if many trees would 
grow on the denuded areas or. if any. 
if they would be desirable! 
The re­ 
sults of the surveys made bave been ; 
very satisfactory. 
Oaks are coming 
in naturally over large areas and oak 
is a more valuable wood than chest­ 
nut. 
However, it is a slow growing 
tree, much slower than the chestnut. 
An oak should be some seventy years 
old to be commercially valuable. Many 
live three hundred years.

A Sunday afternoon visitor at tho 
museum overhears many amusing and 
some cryptic comment on the machine 
and its flyer. 
The significance, the 
importance of that early flight fails 
to register. 
One group of high school girls, ap­ 
proaching the spot where the historic 
plane hangs overhead, were heard to 
make statements something like this: 
“Humph, Lindbergh flew across the 
United States in two jumps.” 
“I don’t see what they want whh 
that old thing up there. Why don’t 
they get Lindy’s plane and bring it 
here.” 
Other comments were similar in na­ 
ture.” 


Prophet Must Pay Damages. 
Rabana Temple, the largest Maori 
church edifice in the world, which re­ 
cently was dedicated in Wanganui, 
N. Z., by Prophet Rabana. has gotten 
into the courts. 
Clifford 
Newton 
Hall, an architect, sued the prophet 
and Peta Moko, a faithful follower, for 
expenses in preparing plans for the 
temple. Hall claimed that the probp3t 
had him prepare drawings which Ra­ 
bana refused, then used as a basis for 
other plans drawn by a Maori. The 
Supreme Court of New Zealand bds 
just handed down a decision to the 
effect that this prophet was without 
honor, in that he stole the architest’s 
plans in part, and awarded $650 dam­ 
ages to Hall.

other species were found, especially 
saplings. 
Before the vast extent of 
the chestnut blight was realized these 
smaller trees often were cleared out 
to lessen forest fire danger and gener­ 
ally improve the stand. But when It 
became evident that the chestnuts 
were doomed, the smaller treesf oaks, 
birches, hickory, and many other spe­ 
cies, were allowed to stand and in 
many chestnftt forests the natural re­ 
placement is well On the way. 
Wood of Like Properties. 
Chestnut was particularly good for 
outdoor use. It resisted the elements 
for years. In attempting replacement, 
the 
Department of Agriculture 
is 
working with the idea of starting 
trees growing the wood of which has 
properties sim ilar to chestnut. These 
have been found to. be the oaks, red 
aud white, white ash, hickory, yellow 
poplar, and white pine. These species 
are not. however, as suitable for tele­ 
phone and telegraph poles. 
The De­ 
partment believes that southern white 
cedar, southern yellow pine, and Doug, 
las fir can be user for poles. Cedar, 
though', is the slowest growing of 
American trees, 
Probably a century 
would be required to grow a cedar tall 
enough for a pole. 
Another great loss will be felt by the 
tanning industry. Chestnut was used 
for tanbark, its bark having a high 
percentage of tannin. 
Already tan­ 
ners are Importing other wood ex­ 
tracts from South America. 
In addition to determining what 
trees will best replace the lack of 
chestnut from the economic point of 
view the Department also is making 
surveys as to what trees will grow 
most successfully in the various re­ 
gions to be reforested. The chestnut 
tree flourished in several climates— 
all the way from New England to 
Georgia—but suiu<r**«f the substitute 
trees do not grow over so great a 
j^north and south stretch of country. 
The maple for instance, which has 
been found useful in replacing the 
chestnut in New England and New 
York does not grow successfully in 
the south. 
There has been much agitation dur­ 
ing the past two decades concerning 
the conservation of the forests aud the 
big ium buing companies have been 
criticised tot w3Bite as have contract­ 
ors and builders. 
Predictions about 
the early exhaustion of the forests 
have been made. Reforestation is car­ 
ried on by governments and the Fed­ 
eral Government maintains a System 
for fighting forest fire*, but iu a breif 
time the microscopic chestnut blight 
destroyed more timber than a thous­ 
and axmen. Opening a chestnut burr 
has always been regarded as particu­ 
larly difficult 
ho much so as to pass 
j j Into a proverb. But an insect so ‘-mali

The Columbiana county boated of deputy state supervisors of 
flections, meeting here tomorrow night, will pass upon p e ti ti o n s 
Calling for a vote of the electorate on the count iimanic ordinance 
which prohibits the sale and discharge of fireworks within the 
municipal limits offcast Liverpool. 
Petitions, which, if accepted, shall suspend the effectiveness 
of the prohibitory legislation until the November 8 election, thus 
permitting the use of fireworks on the coming Fourth of July, 
have been on file at the office of the city auditor, who^in turn, has 
forwarded them to the election chieftains. 
The supervisors will tackle the job of inspecting the signa­ 
tures, checking names against registrars records and determining 
whether or not th e 'signers are residents of the precincts given. 
Names of persons who are not qualified electors, of bourse, will be 
scratched. And since hackers of the movement for the direct vote 
on the legislation have a margin of less than 200 in submitting 
1,045 signatures, deductions for inlegibility, non-residence, etc., 
might prove a solar plexus blow. 
Scrutiny of the petitions while on file in the auditor’s office 
showed many signatures that were difficult to decipher, not to 
mention numerous instances in which electors had given precincts 
ether than their own.

French-Am erican Treaty 


There is no good reason why the United States should not 
enter into such a treaty with France as the French government 
proposed two months ago, outlawing war so far as these two na­ 
tions are concerned. 
France is ready; the United States govern­ 
ment is said to be friendly to the proposal; the public in both 
countries would doubtless welcome it; the French parliament and 
the United States Congress might be expected to ratify it. 
Not that there is any danger of war between America and 
France. 
But many thoughtful Americans believe that such a 
treaty would I e a big contribution to world peace, because it would 
be in the spirit of Locarno, continuing and extending the famous 
treaties by which Germany, France, Great Britain and Italy 
agreed to keep peace among themselves. 
It has been the fashion among some Americans to scoff at 
I he Locarno compact. But no less an authority than former Chief 
Justice John IL Clarke, familiar with international law and keenly 
interested in all peace efforts, declares that Locarno represents the 
high water mark of civilized diplomacy, going far beyond the 
league of Nations, for which he has great respect. 
Those four European powers have bound themselves by inter­ 
woven obligations, Britain and Italy agreeing to go to {he aid of 
either Germany or France if one is attacked by the other. In the 
present case there would be no such complication. 
It would be a 
direct, simple agreement by which America and France would 
tell each other and the world that they intended to submit all 
disputes to peaceful methods of settlement. 
It would be merely an extension of the peace treaties this 
country already has with many nations., American authorities say 
it can be accomplished without endangering the Monroe Doctrine 
cr any other essential national policy, and without any entangling 
alliances. If so, may it go forward promptly!

It Is possible that after all the chest­ 
nut trees In tho country aro killed — 
and really a1) of them are now—tho 
bl't ht will die out and after a period 
of yearn, new (recs can be planted, ll 
also I* possible that when all the 
chestnuts are gone, the blight will 
attack some other specie* of tree. 
Infects Only Tho Bark. 
The blight does not appear to infect 
lite tree itself hut only the bark. But 
destruction of the bark is sufficient 
cause to kill a tree. Persons familiar 
with 
the 
eastern States doubtless 
have seen whole forests of desd chest­ 
nut froes, barkless and leafless, stand­ 
ing like gaunt ghosts. 
At first It was thought that trees 
would be useies* for lumber and there­ 
fore the forests were allowed to stand, 
being cut occasionally only for fire­ 
wood. The Department of Agriculture 
conducted some tests, however, and

diicovercd that. lf utilised within a 
relatively short period after death, 
there wa* no dimunition of structural 
strength. 
This dead chestnut is par­ 
ticularly good for poles, beams, rail­ 
road eros*!its, and the like. 
It Is net particularly good for fire* 
woo I because while it burns freely and 
brightly it gives off less heat than 
more favored woods. 
It ha* betta 
much favored, however, for interior 
trim as it tik es an excellent polish and 
bas a pleasing grain and also works 
easily. It makes an excellent wood for 
carving. 
The death of I he chestnut is a gre.it 
lo** to the Bernie beauty of the land 
scape. Chestnut trees grow large and 
give a deep shade. 
I nth** spring no 
more beautiful sight can be seen than 
a hillside covered with a chestnut 
forest, all abloom with it* great flow­ 
ers. 
The commercial loss is great 
also. Chestnut furnished most of the 
telephone and telegraph pole* and a 
large percentage of railroad ties. 
It 
wa* employed in many other sorts of 
ways. 
The loss of the nuts of the chestnut 
tree is not particularly important as 
most of the chestnuts used in trade 
are imported I rom Fiance where grow, 
ing chestnut tVees tor the nuts is quite 
an industry'. 
Tin- new phase of the chest nut 
blight work which the Department now 
is actively working on is investigation 
and oludy of t |t trees which are re­ 
placing the tit a* chestnuts, 
At first 
it was doubted if many trees would 
grow on the denuded areas or. if any, i 
lf they would be desirable. 
The re­ 
sults of the surveys made have been 
very satis factory- 
Oaks are coming 
in naturally over large areas and oak 
is a more valuable wood than chest­ 
nut. 
However, it is a slow growing 
tree, much slower than the chestnut. 
An oak should be some seventy years 
old to bt commercially valuable. Many 
live three hundred yearn. 
liven In the chestnut forests, before 
death of the trees by blight, trees of 
other species were found, especially 
saplings. 
Before the vast extent of 
the chestnut blight was realised these 
smaller trees often were cleared out 
to lessen forest fire danger and gener­ 
ally improve the stand. 
But when it 
became evident that the chestnuts 
were doomed, the ? muller trees oaks, 
birches, hickory, and many other spe­ 
cies, were allowed to stand and in 
many chestnut forests the natural re­ 
placement la well en the way. 
Wood of Like Properties. 
Chestnut was particularly good for 
outdoor use. It resisted the elements 
for years. In attempting replacement, 
the 
Department 
of Agriculture 
is 
working with the idea of starting 
trees growing the wood of which has 
properties simaas" to chestnut. These 
have bet n found to. be the oaks, red 
and white, white ash, hickory, yellow 
poplar, and white pine. These species 
are not. however, as suitable for tele­ 
phone and telegraph poles. 
The De­ 
partment believes that southern white 
cedar, southern yellow pine, and Doug­ 
las fir can be u*-er for poles. 
Cedar, 
though* is the slowest growing of 
American trees. 
Probably a century 
would be required to crow a cedar tall 
enough for a pole. 
Another great loss will be felt by th* 
tanning industry. 
Chestnut was used I 
for tanbark, its bark having a high 
percentage of tannin. 
Already tan 
ners gee importing other wood ex­ 
tracts from South America. 
In addition to determining what 
trees will best replace the lack of 
chestnut from the economic point of 
view the Department also is making 
surveys as to what trees will grow 
most successfully in th* various re­ 
gions to be reforested. The chestnut 
tree flourished in several climates— 
all the way from New England to 
Georgia— but >oaa#*mf the substitute 
trees do not grow over so great a 
north and south stretch of country. 
The maple for instance, which has 
been found useful in replacing the 
chestnut in New England and New 
York does not grow successfully in 
the south. 
There has been much agitation dur­ 
ing the past two decades concerning 
I he conservation of the forests and the 
big lamb* ;r.g companies have been 
criticised tot xrZkte as have contract­ 
ors and builder^. 
Predictions about 
the early exhaustion of the forests 
have been made. Reforestation is car­ 
ried on by governments and the Fed­ 
eral Government maintains a System 
for fighting forest fire*, hut in a breif 
time the microscopic chestnut blight 
destroyed more timber than a thous­ 
and axmen. Opening a chestnut burr 
has always been regarded as particu­ 
larly difficult- so much so as to pass 
i toto a proverb. But an insect so small
